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brotherhoods, refused to do. He ex- 
pressed a willingness, however, that the 
managers should make the appeal.

Chairman Lee made the appeal in be- 
half of the General Managers, and the 
Mediation Board immediately prepared 
a communication to the brotherhoods 
offering its services. 

“The Federal Board of Mediation and 
Conciliation has notified us,’’ read Gar- 
retson's statement, ‘‘that it has received 
the request of the managers’ conference 
committee to exercise its friendly of- 
fices in an effort to bring about an 
amicable settlement of the questions 
that exist between the conference com- 
mittee of the managers and ourselves. 
Our answer was to the effect that we 
would accep the mediators" proffer of 
their friendly offices, provided it was 
promptly exercised.’’ 

The procedure of the Federal Board 
ig to meet each side separately, learn 
their attitude, and attempt to obtain 
concessions from each.as a basis on 
which a settlement can be reached when 
they are again brought together. 

Chairman Lee of the railroad confer- 
ence, in first proposing mediation, called 
attention to the fact that the brother- 
hoods had previously declined arbitra- 
tion under the Newlands act, providing 
for six arbitrators, but that the rail- 
roads saw no other way out of their 
difficulties than through mediation. 

Chairman Lee's Statement. 

Lee, in rejecting the brotherhoods’ ie- 
mands and proposing mediation, 
made a statement which in part is as 
follows: .

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The lockout of union milk drivers 
spread yesterday afternoon to four oth- 
er dairy companies, besides the three 
large concerns which locked their men 
out early yesterday morning, following 
the announcement of a‘strike at the 
St. Louis Dairy Co. The three com- 
panies which started the lockout and 
which, with the St. Louis Dairy Co., 
compose the “Big Four,” are the Peve- 
ly, Union and Grafeman companies. 
Those which jpined later in the lockout 
were the Carlyle, Home, Donnell and 
Steinlage companies. The total num- 
ber of drivers not at work is about 620. 

The dairy proprietors held a meeting 
shortly before noon at 1908 Biddle street. 
The meeting adjourned until this even- 
ing. No representative of the strikers 
was present. 

Customers obtained their milk this 
morning, as they @id yesterday morn- 
ing, by going to grocery stores, bakeries 
and dairy offices for it. The. dairies 
have been able to get their milk at 
Union Station without interference, and 
they sell it in large lots to grocers and 
bakers, who send their own wagons 
after it, and in small quantities to re- 
tail consumers, who are required to 
bring empty bottles equal in capacity to 
the quantity of milk they wish to get. 

Automobiles were used by many fam- 
ilies for the before-breakfast visit to the 
grocery store or the dairy salesroom, 
and walking also proved a popular ex- 
ercise, most of the pedestrians carrying 
baskets containing milk bottles. 


; Varcel Post Used. 

The parcel post was used today in de- 
livering packages of milk sent by the 
dairies to customers who could not oth- 
érwise conveniently get the particular 
supply of milk they needed. Some of 
these deliveries were of modified or 
especially treated milk, and bore specia) 
delivery stamps. The bottles had to be 
carefully guarded against spilling or 
leaking, and some were wrapped with 
corrugated cardboard. The cost of 
postage, within the city, was 5 cents 
for the first pound, and decreasing 
charge’ for additional amounts, up to 11 
cents for 10 to ll pounds.

Virden's investigation continued nearly 
a week. Mrs. Conroy, Miss Froese, in- 
mates, neighbors and reporters were 


- questioned. The finding is contrary to 
that of the Detention Home Committee 
. of the Board of Supervisors, composed 


of William Claus of Belleville and Earl 
W. Jimmerson and Rudolph Huber of 
East St. Louis, who reported to the 
Board of Supervisors last Saturday that 
the complaints were ‘‘hearsay’’ and that 
they found no cause for interfering with 
Mrs. Conroy’s management of the home. 


Assistant Resigned Saturday. 
The recommendations of Virden will 


be communicated to the Board of Super- 
visors, which has authority to remove 
Mrs. Conroy. Miss Froese resigned last 
Saturday. 

The part of Virden’s report concern- 
ing his verification of the charges and 
eontaining his recommendations is as 
follows: 

“T do not consider Mrs. Conroy is ef- 
ficient; she appears to be very nervous 
and wholly unfitted for the position she 
holds. She has used extreme measures 
in punishing these children, perhaps 
with the best intent, but with serious 
results. I also consider Marie Froese 
is incompetent and incapable of doing 
the work assigned to her, and _ she 
should not be allowed to remain for a 
day. Neither Mrs. Conroy nor Miss 
Froese is qualified to teach these chil- 
dren as required by law. 

“The plan for segregation of the sexes 
is very poor. The dormitories for boys 
and girls are on the same floor, on the 
same hallway, without screens or pro- 
tection. The matron sleeps across the 
hall and the assistant at the back of the 
house. These suggestions were fully 
concurred in by all present except Mrs. 
Conroy and Miss Froese. 

“T would respectfully recommend that 
the St. Clair County Supervisors be re- 
quested to remove from the home the 
matron and assistant matron at once, 
and employ competent persons, prefer- 
«bly a man and his wife, to take charge 
of these children; that a place better 
adapted to the purposes be secured; 
that the Supervisors be encouraged to 
placed before the people of the county 
at the next general election the subject 
of a legally authorized detention home, 
the need of which is certainly felt in 
St. Clair County. 

Bonds for New Home Refused. 

The Supervisors have refused to con. 


sider a bond issue of $35,000 for the erec- 
tion of the home, to be submitted to 
the voters at the general election in No- 
vember. This action may be reconsid- 
ered, however, after a formal report is 
made by the Board of Administration 
to the Supervisors. 

One of the principal witnesses at the 
investigation conducted by Virden was 
Ethel Hinton, 17 years old, a charge at 
the home. Her testimony bore out in de- 
tail charges as to .mistreatment and 
beating of the children. The girl de- 
clared she was compelled to do all kinds 
of general housework and that she re- 
ceived little schooling. She said Mrs. 
Conroy once compelled a boy known as 
“Buster” to remove his clothing and 
then beat him with a strap. According 
to the report, Mrs. Conroy admitted 
whipping the boy from time to time, but 
denied whipping him when he was.with- 
out his clothing. 

“Skimmed Milk for Children.» 

The Hinton girl further charged Mrs. 
Conroy with mistreating the children by- 
removing the cream from the milk and 
churning it for butter for her own use, 
watering the skimmed milk for the chil- 
dren. 

In addition to suggestions and testi- 
mony, the report contains a complete 
description of the home. Little fault is 
found with the home itself, but exception 
is taxen to the yard and two small sheds 
in the rear, which formerly housed 
chickens, and which Virden declares 
are infested with vermin and not suit- 
able for children to play in. 
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SENATE PASSES 
CHILD LABOR BILL 
WITH AMENDMENT 


Measure Goes Back to the House 
for Final Action 
There. 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 9.—An agree- 
ment between House and Senate on one 
amendment is all that stands in the 
way today of the enactment of the child 
labor bill. The measure passed the Sen- 
ate late yesterday by a vote of 52 to 
12. It now goes to the House, where 
it already has been passed. 

The Senate was spurred to final ac- 
tion on the bill by President Wilson's 
insistence upon its passage. Opposition 


to the measure came chiefly from South- 


ern Democrats who contend. ihat'it is 
unconstitutional and will interfere with 
state’s right. 

The House is expected to concur in the 
only amendment adopted by the Sen- 
ate. It will bar all products of estab- 
lfshments employing children from in- 
terstate commerce. The House bill is 
directed only against those on which 
child labor actually has been employed. 

Eleven Democrats from the South, 
Senators Swanson and Martin, Virginia: 
Underwood, Alabama; Vardaman, Mis- 
Sissippi; James and Breckham, Ken- 
tucky; Ransdell, Louisiana; Robinson, 
Arkansas; Shields, Tennessee, and Cul- 
berson and Sheppard of Texas, voted for 
the bill. 

The bill as passed prohibits interstate 
commerce in the product of any mine or 
quarry in which children under 16 years 
of age are employed, or in the product 
of any mill, cannery, workshop, factory 
or manufacturing establishment in which 
children between 14 and i5 are em- 
ployed more than eight hours a day, 
more than six days a*week, before 6 
a. m. or later than 7 p. m. It is to 
take effect one year after enactment.

'WOMAN’S SCREAMS HEARD ON 


-NIGHT OF M’DANIEL MURDER 


Neighbor at Inquest Testifics 
Hearing Cry Almost Two Hours 
Before Shots. 

ST. JOSEPH, Mo., Aug. 9.—Several 
persons testifying at the Coroner's in- 
quest today in the case of Mrs. Har- 
riet McDaniel, who was killed in her 
home heré@ on the night of July 14, said 
they heard the cry of a woman about 
10 o’clock on the night of the murder. 
This was the first testimony that -any 
unusual sound-was heard near the Mc- 
Paniel home until the shots at midnight 
which Oscar D. McDaniel, the victim’s 
husband and the Prosecuting Attorney 
of this county, testified he exchanged 
with an unknown person as he was 
about to enter his home. McDaniel said 
he found his wife dying as a result of 
wounds inflicted by a club. 

Harry K. Ford, who lives a block 
north of the McDaniel home, said that 
abBut 10:10 o’clock on the night of the 
murder he was reading a book near an 
upstairs window when he was startled 
by piercing screams of a woman, com- 
ing from the south. 

“Then I heard several 
12:05 o’clock, after I had retired,”’ 
said. : 

Mrs. Edith Buell, a widow who lives 
in the second house south of the Mc- 
Daniel residence, said she heard the 
scream and the shots later in the night. 
Only four shots were fired, she testi- 
fied.

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CHICAGO, Aug. 9.—Charles E. Hughes 
last night told an audience that crowd- 
ed Chicago’s great Coliseum—the hall 
where he was nominated for the presi- 
dency—what he would do if elected 
President. 

He charged. the present administra- 
tion with waste, extravagance and vacil- 
lation, and declared it had not kept the 
country out of war but had fought an 
ignominious war in Mexico and had 
withdrawn from that war ignominously. 
He charged the administration with 
having brought the country much nearer 
to participation in the European war 
than the country would have been had 
the administration ‘‘stood for American 
rights.” 

Mr. Hughes spoke for nearly an hour. 
He entered a hall that was so jammed 
that even the steel cross girders were 
utilized for seats. The audience cheered 
him for five minutes before he spoke. 

Text of Speech in Part. 

Hughes spoke, in part, as follows: 

"I come to this hall with peculiar 
emotions. Here, a little less than two 
months ago, the Republican national 
convention nominated me for the office 
of President*of the United States. I 
had not sought that nomination; I did 
not desire that nomination; I was con- 
tented with my work, and looked for- 
ward to the fulfilling of the allotted 
period of life in work that was con- 
genial and of the highest importance to 
the American people. But, when that 
call came, it did not admit of an in- 
stant’s hesitation. It meant but one 
thing—a summons to an obvious obliga- 
tion; and, as I was, while on the bench, 
100 per cent a Judge, I then became 10 
per cent a candidate. 


“TI desired, if the American people 89 
willed, to dedicate myself to the cause 
of American government, not for par- 
tisan expediency, not for friends, not for 
political supporters, but for the Ameri- 
can people solely. I hold the highest 
partisan expediency to be an administra- 
tion of capacity for service to the coun- 
try. 

“If anything in this campaign is real it 
ie that we are now facing the question 
whether we want words or whether we 
want deeds; whether we want that 
which is written and spoken, or whether 
we want American action in the inter- 
ests of the American people, worthy of 
the American name, maintaining the 
American honor, and buttressing the 
prosperity of the United States. 

Discusses Appointments, 

“One of the very serious charges 
which must be laid against the present 
administration is the charge of putting 
incompetent men into important posi- 
tions: That is not for the benefit of 


——~ 


democracy. And I now, in this place 
where I was nominated, without any 
regard to political future, gay this: That 
if I am elected President of the United 
States I propose that every man that I 
put in charge of an important depart- 
ment shall be a man eminently fit to 
discharge the duties of that department. 

“I propose that in diplomatic service 
training shall count something. I pro- 
pose that when a man goes from this 
country to represent the great American 
people in another nation—and I do not 
care whether it is a smal! nation or a 
big nation, for we want our influence 
in small and great—I propose that that 
man shall be a worthy representative 
to whom the people whom he is accred- 
ited to will look with respect and es- 
teem, seeing in him the efficiency of the 
great United States. 

“I pointed out last night in my speech 
in Detroit the lamentable way in which 
cur diplomatic serve had been denuded 
of men of experience in order to supply 
political jobs. I count that a capital 
offense. It is trading in the good name 
of the United States. It is trading in 
the honor of the United States. Nobody 
has a right to pay political debts with 
the good name and the honor of the 
United States. 

“In Santo Domingo we had a special 
trust. We had taken over the manage- 
mefit of the finances of that little peo- 
ple. We were there, the great United 
States, showing what this republic coul4 
do in a plain business proposition. And 
now, let me read some familiar words, 
addressed to the receiver-general by the 
then Secretary of State. He said this: 

***Now that you have arrived and are 
acquainting yourself with the situation. 
can you let me know what positions you 
have at your disposal with which to 
reward deserving Democrats? I do not 
know to what extent the knowledge of 
the Spanish language is necessary for 
employes.

MORE BITER THAN 
TR, BRYAN SAYS 


Commoner, in St. Louis, Says 
Nominee Is Grossly Unfair 
and on Side of Money. 


TOO BIASED FOR BENCH. 


Criticises and Scolds President, 
but Offers No Alternative to 
His Course. 


William J. Bryan discussed the cam- 
paign speeches of Charles EB. Hughes in 
an interview with a Post-Dispatch re- 
porter at Hote! Jefferson yesterday aft- 
ernoon. He was in St. Louis for part 
of the day, on his way from one Chau- 
tauqua engagement to another. He ex- 
pects to begin making political 


speeches next month. 

He charged that the Republican nom- 
inee was grossly unfair in his attacks 
on the administration, and that he took 
the side of moneyed interests, against 
the people, in his stand on domestic is- 
gues. 

“I have read both Mr. Hughes’ 
gpeech of acceptance and his speech at 
Detroit,’’ said Bryan. 

“As no Justice of the Supreme Court 
was ever nominated for President be- 
fore, Mr. Hughes is setting a precedent. 
He is showing us how, in his opinion, 
experience on the supreme - bench 
should fit one for the political arena. 
He has already answered one of the 
Democratic arguments—the only one 
he has answered fully. The Democrats 
protested against a nominee being taken 
from the Supreme Court. After read- 
ing Mr. Hughes’ speeches, the country 
will be convinced that his partisan bias 
ig better suited to a political campaign 
than to a position which requires a ju- 
dicial temperament. : 

Surprised at Hughes’ Vitriol. 

“It will be a surprise to the country 
that a Justice of the Supreme Court 
should be able to accumulate so much 
vitriol in so short a term of service. I 
think a comparison of his speechcs with 
the speeches made by men who have 
been candidates before will show that 
none of them, not even Roosevelt, has

been so partisan and unfair in attacks 
on an occupant of the White House. 

“Candidate Hughes is as uncandid in 
the defining of his own position as he 
is lacking in frankness in the assaults 
he makes on the President’s position. 
He indorses the platform of his party, 
which demands congressional legisia- 
tion, and a Federal amendment if neces- 
sary, taking from the states all author- 
ity over railroads, and vesting this au- 
thority exclusively in the Federal Gov- 
ernment. This is revolutionary, and 
means nothing less than depriving the 
states of all the power they now have 
to protect the people from railroad ex- 
tortion. 

“Mr. Hughes deals with the railroa4 
question in a few carefully chosen 
words, which can be construed as an 
indorsement of the platform by those 
who put that plank in, but his language 
gives the general public no intimation 
as to the railroad plot which he in- 
dorses. 

“Likewise, in discussing the merchant 
marine, he takes the side of the Ship- 
ping Trust, against the shipping Dill, 
and yet he does not explain the Repub- 
lican plan, which not only protects the 
Shipping Trust from Government compe- 
tition, but contemplates subsidies paid 
from the public treasury. 

“Sides With Tariff Barons.” 

‘‘He takes the side of the tariff barons 
against the consumers, and gives no 
assurance that he will favor retention 
of the income taxes, which impose, on 
those possessed of large incomes, a part 
of the burden that the Republican party 
collected from consumption, through tar- 
iff duties. 

“Mr. Hughes seemingly demands the 
expenditure of more money on prepared- 
ness than the Democratic administra- 
tion recommends, and yet he does not 
explain where the money is to come 
from, or what method is to be employed 
in raising the larger sum which his pol- 
icy would require. 

“The fact that, as Governor, he sent 
a message to the Legislature, protesting 
against the ratification of the income 
tax amendment, shows his position on 
this subject. The fact that he joined 
the rest of the court in holding the law 
constitutional, did not indicate any 
change in opinion as to the policy of 
the income tax. He could not deny the 
constitutionality of the law, however 
much he might oppose it as a fiscal 
policy. 

“In his speech of acceptance, he inti- 
mates that the trust question has been 
settled, and yet he not only did nothing 
to secure relief from the trusts, but he 
fails to concede the merit of the laws 
passed without his aid, and he will have, 
in this campaign, the support of all the 
trust magnates. It was Perkins, for in- 
stance, who is connected with both the 
Steel Trust and the Harvester Trust, 
who secured for Mr. Hughes the in- 
dorsement of the Progressive commit- 
tee. 

‘In the Mexican matter, Mr. Hughes 
has been grossly unfair, as well as 
lacking in streightforwardness. As he 
has taken the part of the exploiters in 
dealing with the tariff question, the 
trust question, the railroad question and 
the shipping question, so he is taking 
the part of the exploiters in dealing 
with Mexico. 

Would Have Recognised Huerta. 

‘He would have had this nation rec- 
ognize Huerta, who secured his position 
by an act of high treason, took the 
former President captive by force, and 
then allowed, if he did not cause, him 
to be put to death. He then proceeded 
to rule Mexico with an iron hand, ab- 
sorbing by arbitrary decree the legisla- 
tive power of the Congress which he 
overthrew. To have recognized Huerta 
would have been to set a premium on 
treason and assassination, and to do so 
in the interest of exploiters, Mexican 
and foreign, who put their pecuniary in- 
terests above all questions of morals 
and of representative government. 

“As an illustration of the unfairness 
of his criticism of the President's policy 
in Mexico, he charges the President 
with interference in the politics of Mex- 
ico, because the President was not will- 
ing to have Huerta re-elect himself by 


force while exercising arbitrary and 


wer. And yet he 
en gg spent welt for the Repub- 
lican Ambassador to Mexico, who al- 
lowed Huerta and Felix Diaz to use the 
American embassy as & meeting place, 
when they plotted the overthrow of 
President Madero. Surely, this is par- 
tisanship of the most extreme kind. 

“All the way through the speech, Mr. 
Hughes criticises and scolds, without 
setting forth the alternative course 
which he would have followed. 

“Mr. Hughes assails the removal of 
so-called experienced diplomats in Latin- 
America. He forgets to say that they 
were experienced in the dollar . diplo- 
macy that President Wilson overthrew. 
It was in Latin-America, more than 
anywhere else, that the diplomatic serv- 
ice had been commercialized, and it was 
hardly to be expected that the Presi- 
dent would use Republicans of this type 
and experience, to carry out a new 
policy built on the theory of friendship 
and fair dealing. 

“Plunderbund Following Hughes.” 

“Plutocracy is in full cry. The plun- 
derbund, angered by the reform meas- 
ures put on the statute books by a Dem- 
ocratic President and a Democratic Con- 
gress, are now out for revenge. Every 
member of the plunderbund is follow- 
ing Mr. Hughes, checkbook in hand. If 
the Republican party can regain control 
of the Federal Government, there will 
be a return to the wallow in the mire of 
special privilege, and another national 
awakening will be necessary, to rescue 
the Government from those who, under 
Republican rule, used the instrumentali- 
ties of Government for the enrichment 
of the few, at the expense of the many. 

“In so far as the campaign turns on 
domestic issues, the real question is 
whether the country shall hold the re- 
forms secured, and press forward for 
other remedial legislation, or sound ‘a 
retreat all along the line.” 


Gerard to Visit the Kaiser. 

LONDON, Aug. 9.—Ambassador James 
W. Gerard has asked an audience of Eim- 
peror William to hand him an auto- 
graph letter from President Wilson in 
which the President outlines his wishes 
concerning the feeding of the population 
of Poland, the Amsterdam correspond- 
ent of the Exohange Telegraph Co. wired 
today. Ambassador Gerard probably will 
join the Emperor at the Western head- 
quarters, it is said.

ISHELL FIRE LIKE 
QUIVERY GLOW Or 
AURORA BOREALIS 


Correspondent Tells How the 
British Bombardment Lighted 
the Sky Before Big Rush. 


Correspondence of the Post-Dispatch. 
LONDON, July 15..—A British corre- 
spondent at the front in Irance, wii 
watched the British bombardment of 
the German lines the night before the 
first onrush of the “‘big pusn,’’ thus de- 
scribes the scene in the section of the 
90 miles under fire, within his view: 
“It was an awe-inspiring sight. J* 
was a soft dark night, with a light wes- 
| teriy wind, so that th@ noise of the 
shells was borne away from us. M'IcJ! 
has been written about tne stran.e 
acoustic phenomena observed in this 
war, innumerable instancés being 
known of the sound of cannonacing bec- 


ing plainly heard at great distance-, 
While practically inaudible ciuvse it 
hand. The comparative noiselessness ol 
the bombardment from near at han’! 
last night was very curious. 

“The direction of the wind account») 
for something; but there was undoubi- 
edly something else—some unknown at- 
mospheric property—at work which pre- 
vented our hearing, on the nhiutop where 
1 gtood, any sound save of the zuns im- 
mediately by us, with occasional bursts 
of sound, coming quite illogically, i° 
seemed, from far away. And all the 
while the flare and flashing of the 
shells was continuous. 

Display of Fireworks, 

“Not only directly before us, but to 
north and south as far as the eve could 
see it was one. display of fireworks. It 
Was more constant than the flickering 
of summer lightning, resembling ratin- 
er the fixed but quivering glow of the 
aurora borealis. One could distinguish 
the bursts of the great shells from the 
rhythmical pounding of trench mortars 
—terrible weapons in themselves—ani:l 
the quick, ruddier flashing of shrap- 
nel bursting in the smoke bank which 
hung overhead. 

“Punctuating all, intensely white 
against the other flames, rose almos’ 
like a continuous fountain the ster 
Shells and red flares, like the balis wo. 
huge Roman candles, which soared anc 


hung a‘ while and slowly sank and diecd 


away. 

“There were positions which were like 
the mouths of furnaces, a permanent 
glow flecked and illumined with never- 
ending streams of white sparks. 

“One ordinarily measures the weight 
of a hombardment by the number of 
Shells that burst in a minute. In this 
case counting was hopeless. 

Winking Too Slow, 

“Fixing my eyes on one spot 1 tried 
to wink them as fast as the lightnings 


flickered, and the shells beat me 524- 
ly. I then tried chattering my teeth. 
and I think that in that way I approx- 
imately held my own. Testing it after- 
wards in the light, where I could see a 
watch face, I founa that I could click 
my teeth some five or six times in a 
second. You can try it for yourself and. 
clicking your own teeth, will get sone 
idea of the rate at which shells were 
bursting on a single spot. 

“There were always three or four 
points within the field of vision at which 
they were bursting at that speed: and 
always_in between over the whole cir- 
cuit of the fleld they were bursting with 
great, if lesser, rapidity. 

“As we stood in the shadow of some 
trees, 20 yards from a road which led 
directly down to the trenches. detach- 
ments of troops could be seen swinging 
across country. Long before they came 
close one heard the steady roar of their 
feet—tramp-tramp! tramp-tramp! And 
always as they passed they whistled 
softly in unison. Some whistled ““Tip- 
perary,” some ‘Come Back, My Bonny, 
te Me,’ and some ‘La Marseillaise.’ 

“On the tree-shaded road it was too 
dark to see them, save only as vague, 
dark masses against the light back- 
ground of the highway. One felt their 
presence and heard r.ore than one 
BaW them; always the steady tramp- 
tramp, tramp-tramp, as they shouldere] 
by; and they were always whistling. 
Now and again a laugh broke out at 
some unheard joke, a completely care- 
less laugh, as of a holiday-maker. 


Like Northern Lights. 

“In the early hours of the morning |! 
turned in and, as I lay, still watched 
the flare and flicker in the heavens. 
Here, where other things interposed to 
hide the actual bursting of the shells. 
it was more than ever like the censeless 
lifting and paling of the Northern 
Lighits.’’ 

Of the day of the rush forward, he 
wrote: 

“It was a lovely morning, the sun. stil] 
low, shining directly in our faces from 
behind the German lines. Albert was 
almost hidden in mist, except that the 
church tower, with the wonderfu! spec- 
tacle of the leaning figure of the Vir- 
Kin, stood clear above the white bank 
below and gleamed golden in the sun. 

Sullen Bank of Gray. 

Of the bombardment just before the 
7:30 advance, he said: ‘“‘For an hour or 
Bs before that time the bombardment 
was perhaps more furious than ever. It 
was difficult to say if it really was, for 
it had been terrible enough when I had 
watched it before. What was curious 
was that, while I was no nearer now 
than the point where I had seen tue fir- 
ing at night, the noise was now almost 
overwhelming. 

“Against the sunlight the bursting of 
shells no longer made sudden flashes »f 
light. One heard the roar and saw the 
spurts of earth and debris as the great 
projectiles plunged to earth and the 
slowly unfolding columns of smoke from 
high explosives and the fleecy white of 
shrapnel up above. 

“It turned into a beautiful summer 
day, with promise of great heat. The 
sky was clear blue, flecked with dasa. 
zling white islands of cloud. But over 
there, where at night the horizon had 
been all a-filicker of lightning, there 
was nothing but a sullen bank of thiex 
pearl gray.

“T want to state a few things that are not very 
pleasant things to state to an American audience, 
but this is a time when we are facing facts,” says 
Mr. Hughes in the paraphrases of his speech of 
ce lacceptance he is making through the country.

O. H. Tittman, the former St. Louisan and late 


head of the Coast and Geodetic Survey, was ‘not 
displaced to make room for an “excellent stock 
breeder and veterinary surgeon” or anybody else. 
He displaced himself. He had been attached to 
the department from a very early age, had grown 
up in it, had attained distinction through the op- 
portunities which the Government service offered 

When he formed a purpose to resign with ad- 
vancing years protest was made. His resignation 
was accepted with reluctance only after several 
efforts had been made to have him withdraw it. 
His successor was a man who had gained recogni- 
tion in the scientific work of the Fisheries Bureau. 

Another of the Hughes’ “facts” we are facing 
is thus set forth by him: 


Take for example the withdrawal of Am- 
bassador Herrick from France. There he stood 
in the midst of alarms, the very embodiment 
of courage, of poise, of executive capacity, 
universally trusted and beloved. Yet the ad- 
ministration permitted itself to supersede him. 

The point is not that the man was Ambassa- 
dor Herrick or that the nation was France, 
but that we invited the attention of the world 
to the inexcusable yielding of national inter- 
est to partisan expediency. 


It was not a ylelding to “partisan expediency,” 

but to Mr. Herrick’s desire to come home. He 
resigned before the war, but remained on duty at 
the request of the Government. It was not until 
nearly ten months after Mr. Wilson’s inauguration 
that Mr. Herrick’s repeated requests to be “super- 
seded’”’ were acceded to and his successor was sent 
over to relieve him. In its implication that the 
Ambassador retreated in a crisis, Mr. Hughes’ 
charge may be a little hard on Mr. Herrick. It has 
nothing that can be maintained in truth to the 
discredit of the administration. 
Mr. Hughes’ ‘few things that are not very pleas- 
ant to state to an American audience” will be very 
few indeed, if he confines himself to facts. What 
one of, his predecessors as the party nominee 
started his campaign with so weak an appeal to 
the electorate or based his claims to election on 
negations, overstatements and inexcusable blun- 
ders?

DESERT BATTLE FOR EGYPT. 

We heard in the early part of the war a great 
deal about the dramatic stroke in Asia that was 
to repeat old chapters in history.

Men cannot be spared for Egypt, much 
less for India. 

Even if the tide changes for the Central Pow- 
ers, it will bring no new hope that the adventure 


.will be attempted. The fate of Egypt and India 


will be decided on the battlefields of Surope.

Buving; Adverse Crop Re- 
port Is Ignored.

Bureau of the Post-Dispatch 

NEW YORK, Aug. 9.—The Evening 
Post, in its copyrighted financial re- 
view today, says: 

“The revival of activity and the 
steady advance in prices which pe- 
came pronounced in the stock mar- 
ket this afternoon, had sufficient 
explanation in the announcement 
that both parties to the railway labor 
disputes had agreed to submif their 
differences to Federal mediation. 
Wall street at once interpreted that 
announcement to mean. that the 
threatened strike, which would have 
involved some 400,000 employes and 
would, very probably, have tied up 
the country’s transportation system, 
had been averted. 

“As a matter of fact, the stock 
market had adopted that view before 
the formal announcement of the rail- 
way employes’ unions was made, 
that they had concurred in the pro- 


sal to mediate, and security values, | 


which had been firm practically all 
morning had already begun to ad- 
vance sharply. When the managers 
of the railroads invoked the aid of 
mediators it was practically a fore- 
gone conclusion that the members 
of the employes’ organizations could 
not refuse without’ sacrificing a 
large body of that public sympathy 
pon which they must have counted 
or success. 
Stocks Score Advances. 

“tinder the stimulus of the favorable 
Dutcome in the railway situation, the 
advance in prices on the Stock Ex- 
change became general and vigorous. 
There had apparently not been much 
a, of the probability of a gen- 

1 railway strike in the days imme- 
diately past, nor did the stock market 
a r at any time deeply~ apprehen- 
give over the outlook. Yet today’s 
events resulted in an appreciable gain 
in eonfidence and hopefulness and re- 
for the moment, at least, in tip- 
the scales, heretofore so evenly 

lanced, on the side of the price ad- 
wanees. Favorable industrial news and 
excellent earnings reports in recent 
‘weeks had been unable to accomplisn 
that result. 

“The gains in security prices amount- 
@A tn some cases to 2 points in the rail- 
way shares, with much more in such 
stocks as Reading, while the industrial 
issues moved upward with equal sharp- 
ness. In the market's buoyant mood, 
scant consideration was given to the 

ualifications with which the labor 
eaders accepted the mediation propos- 
als and discussion at once veered to- 
ward the possibility of increased divi- 
dends on some of the railway shares. 


Wheat Market Is Strong. 


“Although the publication of the Gov- 
ernment’s crop estimate vesterday, 
showing a severe deterioration in the 
epring wheat crop, had an almost un- 
noticeable effect on the stock market, 
its bearing on wheat prices today was 
emphatic. Advances of § or 10 cents a 
bushel were common and.the price for 
May wheat reached $1.53, with the De- 
cember option quoted at $1.48. 

“It if not to be overlooked, in con- 
sidering the effect of such sharp ad- 
VYances, that the western farmer this 
year is in a position to claim a large 
part of the higher selling price for him- 
self. as at least a partial offset to his 
dimiished crop. The high prices of last 
vear brought a large measure of finan- 
cial independence to the planters, and 
enable them to hold their grain for 
higher bids this season. To this ex- 
tent the drastic reduction in the pros- 
nective crop may be counted on to fall 
upon the wheat raisers with diminished 
force. 

“The effect of this year's smaller 
crops on the countrv as a whole is more 
difficult to judge, owing to the great 
volume of business in other than agri- 
cultural products. In normal years such 
a sharp falling off in crop yields would 
have found immediate reflection in the 
security markets and in the earnings 


-of railroad and ocean shipping compa- 


nies, 

“A few vears back the condition of 
the shipping trade, for:at least a certain 
period each year, could be reasonably 
based on the world’s crops. Yet how 
far we have traveled from that condi- 
tion is fairly well indicated in the de- 
tailed statement of the vear’s foreign 
trade, made public by the Department 
of Commerce yesterday. 

“Those figures showed that in the vear 
ended June 30 there was an actual fall- 
ing off in exports of crude foodstuffs 
of $126,000,000 and a gain of more than 
$1,000,000,000 in exports of manufactured 
products. Such a showing must largely 
nullify present calculations as to th 
effect of the falling off in crop yields 
On the transportation industry this year.

A sensational market in wheat, due 
to the bullish Government report of yes- 
terday, showing a total crop of 654,(00,- 
000 bu., against 1,012,000,000 bu. last year, 
carried futures up over lic during the 
early speculation on the Merchants’ 
Exchange today. The September option 
sold at $1.44%, compared with ey 
at the close vesterday. December sold | 
at $1.48%, against $1.36%. Trading 
was unusually wild on the advance. 
The market closed strong and near 
the top, 

Liverpool reflected the American ad- 
vance with a price rise of 2d to 64 
and Broomhall’s review was bullish. 
It said: 

The Liverpool cable said: “The wheat 
market is strong and excited with heavy 
covering by belated shorts and strong 
export offers. Spot market strong, 
to 6d higher, with demand good and 
holders strong: cargo market strong, 
Manitobas 2 shillings, 34, and winters 
2 shillings 64 higher than yesterday. 
There is a greatt ightening up of all 
export offers and the demand has im- 
proved with the advance. American 
rust reports and unfavorable reports 
from Canada and the fact that Govern- 
ment report was more bullish than 
traders here expected and appears to 
fully justify recent reports of spring 
damage has led to much apprehension 
as to supplies. It is feared that Amer- 
ican carry-over will be light and, there- 
fore, holders will remain strong. The 
corn market is firm, with wheat and 
American damage reports. Spot mar- 
ket %d to 24 higher, with the advance 
in American slightly better than ex- 
pected. It is recognized that United 
States will be called upon to supply 
much of the import needs, and this will 
be larger than earlier expected. Other 
exporters will suffer from lack of ton- 
nage.”’ 

Corn futures averaged over 1 cent 
higher, largely in sympathy with wheat, 
as the weather map was more favorable 
for fhe growing crop. Oats were ic up 
with corn. 

The Price Current said: Special re- 
ports to Price Current indicate soil con- 
dition in the 11 surplus grain states as 
too dry in every state except in locali- 
ties in Iowa, Minnesota and Dakotas, 
where a few reports still say favor- 
able. There has been a deficiency in the 
rainfall throughout the whole territory 
and general rains and showers are ur- 
gently needed to mature the corn crop 
and prepare the ground for fall plowing. 
The quality of winter wheat is uni- 
formly , excellent throughout all the 
wheat &tates. The percentage that will 
grade No. 8 or above is reported very 
high, ranging from 68 per cent in Mis- 
sourt to 94 per cent in Nebraska. The 
average yield is from eight bushels in 
Missouri, the lowest, to 15 in ONlo and 
Illinois, 18 bushels in Nebraska. The 
average vield of spring wheat is report- 
ed as nine bushels in Minnesota, six 
bushels in the Dakotas. The percentage 
of damage running from # per cent in 
Minnesota to 54 per cent in South Da- 
kota and 47 per cent in North Dakota. 

Lecount wired from Melville, Sask: 
“All wheat examined here today badly 
affécted with rust. Many flelds dam- 
aged 60 per cent. Lots of wheat still in 
milk and loss will be greatest in this 
late wheat. Weather hot, sultry, mug- 
&yY. Ideal rust weather.” 

The Iowa weekly crop bulletin said: 
“Where showers occurred corn is gen- 
erally in fine condition and early plant- 
ed fields now in roasting ear stage. In 
other sections crop has been more or 
less damaged.”’ 

Broomhall’s foreign crop summary: 

“United Kingdom—Weather ia now fa- 
vorable and crops show an improve- 
ment. Cutting of wheat has started and 
oats are being marketed. 

‘“‘France—-Weather very favorable and 
some reports coming to hend show an 
improvement. The outlook for both 
barley and oats good. 

‘“Germany—All advices report 
crops, but these lack confirmation. 

““Russia—Complaints regarding 
quality of wheat are numerous, 
yields are considered fair. 

“Exports via Archangel are being re- 
sumed on a moderate scale. 

“Balkan States—Crop prospects gen- 
erally favorable. 

“Austria-Hungary—Reports generally 
favorable. 

“‘Argentine—Prolon drouth and se- 
vere cold of the winter is revealing re- 
duced acreage, and much replanting nec- 
essary. Nothing ts being offered to 
United Kingdom of wheat. 

“‘Australiia—Further beneficial rains 
have fallen. Spring is commencing ear- 
lier than usual and outlook is improved. 

“Italy—Harvesting is revealing disap- 
pointing yields, and reduced quality.
